Book Reviews 

Foxhunting Fantasy 

The Huntsman at the Gate, By Almet Jenks. 
J. B. Lippincott Company, Philadelphia. $2.50. 

This is a fascinating tale of a hunt which 
ended with the Huntsman taking a terrific fall 
over five-bar gate, and awakening to find him¬ 
self the awaited guest at an amazing hunt din¬ 
ner. Well written by an author who is obviously 
an expert horseman and foxhunter and equally 
well illustrated by Edward Shenton, this strange 
tale will be enjoyed by one and all, whether 
they are hunting enthusiasts or not. 

Chamberlin Classic Reissued 

Training Hunters, Jumpers and Hacks f By 
Brig. Gen. Harry D. Chamberlin, Introduction 
by Brig. Gen. J. Tupper Cole. D. Van Nostrand 
Company, Inc., New York, $6.50. 

For many years the famous Derrydale Press 
edition of Gen. Chamberlin’s great work was 
the only one available. Accepted by horsemen 
the world over as a standard work, the edition 
has been out of print for many years. A popular 
reprint has now been issued by Van Nostrand 
under the direction of Eugene V. Connett, who 
produced the Derrydale Press edition. 

Gen. Chamberlin, a great student and a 
greater teacher, was acknowledged one of the 
outstanding authorities in his field for all time. 
In this book the author discusses selection, con¬ 
formation and the gaits of the horse, going into 
great detail in defining the good and bad points 
of the various parts of his anatomy. Gen. Cham¬ 
berlin takes you through each step from break¬ 
ing the green colt that you have purchased, 
right up to the time that he is ready for the 
hunting field or any other advance work you 
wish to put him to. 

Paul Brown’s illustrations, particularly those 
dealing with conformation faults, add greatly 
to the book as do the many first class photo¬ 
graphs. General Tupper Cole’s foreword is a 
great tribute to the author and none is better 
equipped to write it. This is a book which will 
find a place in the library of anyone interested 
in the horse in any way.

The Racing Scene — 

Laurel's International 

By Don Reed 


Maryland’s racing during October and the 
early days of November had many highlights, 
both at Laurel and at Pimlico but, there was no 
question but that the Washington, D. C. Inter¬ 
national, staged at Laurel, drew the most at¬ 
tention. 

In the parlance of the two-dollar bettor, John 
D. Schapiro and his associates at Laurel played 
a 1,000 to 1 shot and got it home on the front 
end. 

So much has been written about the Inter¬ 
national that few details remain untold. A sum¬ 
mary of the situation, though, would have to 
reveal that any number of difficulties were over¬ 
come in staging the race and that the event it¬ 
self proved decidedly surprising to 90 per cent 
of those who had a pre-race opinion. 

England’s Wilwyn turned up the winner over 
the American-owned Ruhe while third and 
fourth monies went to England’s Zucchero and 
Germany’s Niederlander. 

In view of the fact that there were many who 
thought the invaders from the foreign lands 
would be lucky to land one horse in the money, 
this showing of the aliens was a magnificent 
one. And, as a horse race, the International left 
little to be desired. The four horses which 
finished in the money, along with Indian Hemp, 
Greek Ship and Pilaster, were closely bunched 
for most of the mile and a half journey and the 
finish was the kind that brought the crowd of 
more than 25,000 to its feet in roaring approval. 

But when all is said and done, the most amaz¬ 
ing thing was that the race actually developed. 
Almost a score of foreign horses had been 
"selected” at one time or another in an effort 
to provide the best possible field. But many 
owners and trainers feared the consequences 
of the trip to America and declined. Even at 
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the last minute, one horse was withdrawn be¬ 
cause of a plane delay and still another, listed 
as a starter until three days before the race, came 
up with lameness. 

Yet sufficient quality and quantity were on 
hand, and the event must go down in Maryland 
racing history as one of the special races marked 
by success from every angle. 

The value of the race to Maryland is beyond 
calculation. Numerous foreign writers were 
present to send countless words to their readers; 
other foreign agencies employed American 
writers to represent them and in the American 
press the race was given a terrific play. 

Good weather, the enthusiasm aroused by the 
International, combined to give Laurel a very 
profitable meeting with a total play of $14,213,- 
432 for a daily average of $947,162 against 
$10,873,123 a year ago for 14 days, when the 
average was $776,652. 

Mrs. Rebecca G. Collins’ Becky’s Shirt was 
the winner of the Maryland Futurity, the six- 
furlong dash for home-bred juveniles which an¬ 
nually adorns the Laurel fall program. In the 
other two-year-old event, the Spalding Lowe 
Jenkins, the victor turned up in Eugene Con¬ 
stantin’s Royal Bay Gem. 

Pimlico opened on a good note despite the 
fact that the Pimlico Special drew only two 
horses, Larry MacPhail’s General and Greentree 
Stable’s One Hitter, the former winning very 
handily. There was no wagering on the Special 
but on eight betting races the handle was above 
the million-dollar mark for a fine inaugural. 

In his next start, at Garden State Park, Gen¬ 
eral Staff suffered a cracked sesamoid bone and 
apparently is through racing for good, although 
he will be saved for breeding purposes. 

Second of Pimlico’s stakes was the famed 
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Futurity and, while for a time it appeared that 
a very slim field would respond, the race finally 
wound up with ten starters and in a very thrill¬ 
ing finish, Isasmoothie from the Brookfield 
Farm of Harry Isaacs, the Baltimorean, was up 
to take the verdict and a prize of more than 
$ 59 , 000 . 

Lazy F Ranch’s Toulouse finished second but 
was disqualified for bearing out in the stretch 
run and bothering a couple of other entrants 
in the race. 

In the Pimlico Breeders Stakes, which at¬ 
tracted many of the Maryland Futurity starters, 
Mrs. Samuel M. Pistorio’s Devils Verse, which 
had finished third in the Maryland Futurity, was 
the victor. Becky’s Shirt had to be content with 
second money. 

Whereas Marylanders had held sway during 
the early stakes at Pimlico, outsiders moved in 
to take both ends of a divided Marguerite Stakes 
for which 19 fillies were named. Mrs. B. F. 
Whitakers Grecian Queen, under a fine ride by 
Eric Guerin got up to take the first half when 
Is Proud, from Brookfield, went wide in the 
stretch. In the second half, King Ranch s Mac 
Bea, with Bill Boland in the saddle, nosed out 
W.’Arnold Hanger’s Rica Rosie in a thrilling 
battle. The second half was marred by the late 
scratching of Piedmont Lass, one of the favorites, 
when she got away from Jockey Nick Shuk at 
the gate and ran off for more than a mile. 

While all this important racing was going on, 
the Maryland Racing Commission found time to 
draft a letter to Governor McKeldin which was 
sort of a reply to the report of the Sybert Com¬ 
mittee, highlights of which were recounted in 
the last issue. 


The Commission did not see eye to eye with 
the Sybert group and threw few punches in its 
letter to the Governor. First of all, the Commis¬ 
sion declared itself against the proposal to in¬ 
crease the number of days of racing in the State. 
Having argued the same way for many years, 
the writer still maintains the belief that more 
days is no solution to Maryland’s problems. 

Also the Commission denied emphatically the 
charges by the Sybert group that it had been 
responsible for the lack of progress in the re¬ 
building of Pimlico. The Commission cited the 
fact that materials needed for such rebuilding 
were restricted all during the time covered by 
the Sybert Committee. The Commission also 
held that refusing to permit Pimlico to spend 
some $100,000 prior to this meeting, it merely 
had conserved the resources of the track and 
that spending the sum would have been a waste. 

Further, the Commission disagreed with the 
Sybert proposal that the State have an executive 
commissioner at $15,000 per year with the 
other two commissioners merely acting on mat¬ 
ters of policy. 

Last but not least, the Racing Commission 
questioned the qualifications of the Sybert Com¬ 
mittee to make recommendations, stating that 
the members were identified as "racing fol¬ 
lowers,” and that the Commission had no real 
definition of what a racing follower is. 

Maj. Gen. Milton A. Reckord returned to his 
desk at Pimlico during the final week of the 
meeting after having been confined to Walter 
Reed Army Hospital for several weeks follow¬ 
ing an operation. 

During the term of Reckord’s confinement, 
there were the usual rumors about the sale of

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Pimlico but as usual, nothing concrete had 
been released to the public by either the men 
now operating the plant or the many reported 
"buyers.” 

Larry MacPhail gave a press party to let the 
news, radio and television people take a look 
at what has been done at the southern Mary¬ 
land course. To say that the crowd was amazed 
is putting it lightly. Bowie’s 18-day session will 
wind up the Maryland season and only good 
weather seems necessary to make it a banner 
session. 

The Maryland Racing Writers also had their 
annual dinner and party at which Alan T. Clarke 
received a trophy for Senator Joe, as the horse 
who had done most in 1952 to enhance Mary¬ 
land racing and breeding. John Schapiro also 
received a scroll for achievement in staging the 
International and Raleigh Burroughs, retiring 
president, was presented with a desk set. 

Small to Retire January 3 

Frank Small, Jr., newly-elected congressman 
from Maryland’s Fifth district, has declared his 
intentions of continuing to serve as chairman 
of the Maryland Racing Commission until he 
takes office in Washington on January 3. 

In the meantime, he expects to guide the 
State’s three major racetracks—Pimlico, Laurel 
and Bowie—toward an early settlement of dates 
for the 1953 turf season. 

The guest of Larry MacPhail at a luncheon 
for the press and turf officials at the rebuilt 
Bowie racetrack, Small recently declared: 

"Several important matters will come before 
the Racing Commission during the next six 
weeks and since I have 15 years experience on 
that board I feel I will be able to help find a 
solution for most of the problems. 

"It has always been my belief that racing 
dates for a new season should be made official 
prior to January 1 and I see no reason why the 
track managements can’t reach some agreement 
on the days they want to race early in December. 

"I hope that next year we will be able to do 
away with split meetings at Bowie and Laurel. 
I think these tracks should operate for one meet¬ 
ing each year with one taking spring dates and 
the other fall dates. Pimlico could continue to 
have spring and fall meetings. 

"If I can be of service to the Racing Com¬ 
mission after I am seated in Congress, I will be 
available,” Small continued. "However, I want 
to say I am certain the commission will find a 
capable chairman in Mr. Rinehart (D. Eldred 
Rinehart) who is perfectly equipped for the 
job.” 
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Also a guest at the Bowie get-together, Mr. 
Rinehart heard his name mentioned by Small 
and joined the conversation. He agreed that 
Bowie and Laurel should have solid meetings 
next year and that the date question should be 
settled in December and not drag over to Feb¬ 
ruary as was the case this year. 

"There’s no doubt but what long, single meet¬ 
ings at our major tracks will be an immense 
boost to Maryland racing,” Rinehart said. "We 
will have to have long meetings if we expect to 
draw the good stables and their best horses.” 

While Small seemed assured that Rinehart 
will take over the commission chairmanship, he 
said he has no idea who will become the new 
member of the three-man board. 

It was mutually agreed, however, that the new 
commissioner will more than likely come from 
Prince Georges county, which contains three 
racetracks—Bowie, Marlboro and Rosecroft. 

In this regard, the names of Sherman Hol¬ 
lingsworth, prominent real estate broker; 
George Burroughs, Marlboro attorney, and Carl¬ 
ton Pyles, member of the parking and plans 
committee of Prince Georges county, were men¬ 
tioned.—Wiliam Boniface in The Evening Sun. 

Minors Move to Bar Bums 

Maryland’s five half-mile tracks will institute 
a rule barring many of the chronic also-rans 
during the 1953 season, according to J. Fred 
Colwill, racing secretary at four of the minor 
league plants. 

The rule calls for the refusal of entry of all 
horses which raced for a claiming price of $1,- 
000 or less during 1952 and failed to finish 
first, second or third at least once during the 
year. 

Recommendation for the rule came from a 
committee of half-mile-track officials which has 
been studying a means to ease the stall shortage 
problem at the State’s minor tracks. 

Colwill, who is racing secretary at Timonium, 
Marlboro, Bel Air and Cumberland, says the 
suggestion will be followed and the rule written 
into the track’s condition books next year. 

He estimates that from 50 to 55 horses which 
ran at Marlboro in September would have been 
barred from competition had the ruling been 
in effect during that meeting. 

In conjunction with the rule barring these 
cheap horses, the committee also suggested that 
all maidens (i.e., nonwinners) which are 5 
years old or older must start for a claiming price 
of less than $2,000. 

Colwill reports that this suggestion will also 
be followed. 
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Schapiro, Clarke Honored by 
Turf Writers 

The Maryland Racing Writers’ annual turf 
party was held November 5 at the Lord Balti¬ 
more Hotel and was attended by the nearly 500 
members of the racing fraternity. The scribes 
made presentations to owner-trainer-breeder 
Alan T. Clarke, John D. Schapiro, president of 
Laurel; and Raleigh Burroughs, retiring presi¬ 
dent of the association. 

Clarke, a former professional baseball player, 
was given the group’s annual award to the 
breeder of the Maryland-bred horse who did 
most to enhance the prestige of the state dur¬ 
ing the current turf season. The silver plate was 
earned for Clarke by Senator Joe, a 4-year-old 
chestnut son of Alaking and Bola Mowlee who 
won five of 18 races this season and earned 
$35,515. 

Schapiro received a scroll which conveyed 
the following message: 

"For accomplishing the believed-to-be-im- 
possible in staging a truly fine race in the Wash¬ 
ington, D. C. International and for drawing the 
attention of the entire turf world to Maryland 
as a great center of the sport, we wish to com¬ 
mend the Laurel racecourse and its president, 
John David Schapiro. 

"Further, we extend our congratulations and 
the wish that future runnings of the event may 
be as successful.” 

Burroughs, who served two terms as presi¬ 
dent and declined to run for a third time, has 
received a pen and pencil desk set. All the pres¬ 
entations were made by Don Reed, the new 
president. 

The writers again furnished their own show 
for the evening under the direction of Jimmy

Richest Juvenile Stakes 

Conditions for the first running of the $100,- 
000-added The Garden State, richest race in the 
world for two-year-old Thoroughbreds, have 
been announced by Walter H. Donovan, execu¬ 
tive vice-president of the Garden State Racing 
Association. 

The Garden State will have its initial run¬ 
ning during the 1953 Fall meeting at Garden 
State Park. With the $100,000 added by the 
racing association and the payments of nomi¬ 
nation, eligibility and starting fees, Donovan 
envisions the day when the race will gross ap¬ 
proximately $200,000. 

Nominations for the inaugural of the rich 
futurity close on Monday, December 15. Year¬ 
lings of 1952 constitute the eligibility list, and 
more than 8,000 nomination blanks have been 
mailed to yearling owners throughout the 
country. 

The Garden State will be contested over a 
mile and one-sixteenth at the Camden track. 
This futurity event will replace the Garden 
State Stakes, the association’s premier offering 
for two-year-olds up to now. The conditions as 
set forth by Donovan follow: 

"The Garden State for 1953, for then two-year- 
olds (foals of 1951). By subscription of $35 each, 
this fee to accompany the nomination or the entry 
shall be void. To •-emain eligible, the following cash 
payments must be made: March 16, 1953, $100 each; 
July 15, 1953, $250 each; $500 to pass the entry 
box and $1,000 to start. The Garden State Racing 
Association to add $100,000, of which $20,000 to 
second, plus 20 per cent of the starting and nomina¬ 
tion fees; $10,000 to third, plus 15 per cent of the 
said fees; and $5,000 to fourth, plus five per cent of 
the said fees. $5,000, plus five per cent of the said 
fees, to the nominators, to be distributed as follows: 
The nominator of the winner to receive $3,000, plus 
60 per cent of the five per cent of the said fees; the 
second horse, $1,000 and 20 per cent of the five per 
cent of the said fees: the third horse, $750 and 15 
per cent of the five per cent of the said fees; the 
fourth horse, $250 and five per cent of the five per 
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cent of the said fees. The balance of the nominating, 
starting fees and added money to the winner. Weights: 
colts and geldings, 122 pounds; fillies, 119 pounds, 
maidens allowed six pounds. 

"Supplementary nominations may be made ten days 
before the running of the race by the payment of a 
fee of $7,500 each." 

Donovan stressed the wide division of the purse, 
noting the fact the awards to the fourth horse probably 
will exceed the winners’ receipts of many stakes. 

"We arranged this distribution to make certain 
that The Garden State will have the widest possible 
appeal to owners and breeders," he said. "We be¬ 
lieve The Garden State will be a ’lift’ to two-year-olds 
comparable to the importance placed on the three- 
year-old division by the many valuable races sched¬ 
uled for sophomores."

For a number of years the Editor of this 
magazine served as a local correspondent for 
the Thoroughbred industry’s leading weekly, 
The Blood-Horse. More than twenty years ago, 
on one of our frequent visits to the Lexington 
Sales, we met a big, burly, soft-spoken man 
who we were told had recently joined the 
staff of the magazine, giving up a professorship 
in English at the University of Michigan to do 
so. 

This seemed an intriguing proposition, but 
as our acquaintance with the man developed it 
did not seem so surprising. Through a score 
of years during which our paths crossed in many 
fields, we came to know and admire Joe Palmer 
with a deep lasting admiration. The brilliance 
of his pen was soon noticeable wherever his 
writtings appeared, and as time went on it was 
natural that more and more people and pub¬ 
lications clamored for his efforts. His contribu¬ 
tions to the history of the turf were many. He 
wrote Names in Pedigrees; Horses In The Blue- 
grass, and those wonderful annuals, Ameri¬ 
can Race Horses. He contributed to many 
weekly and monthly publications, but perhaps 
his greatest contribution of all was through his 
columns in New York’s Herald Tribune of 
which he becaming Racing Editor in 1946. Joe 
had a wonderful facility for the incisive phrase, 
the barbed wit, and the ability to make people 
read his stories who were not necessarily in¬ 
terested in racing, but just enjoyed good writ¬ 
ing. 

At 48 years of age, this great writer has 
passed. He leaves a gap which will never be 
filled. To go no further, when was there ever 
a Phi Beta Kappa who could have been a Ph. 
D., writing racing? His admirers came from all 
walks of life. He could deflate the bombastic, 
needle the horse player or The Jockey Club 
with equal facility; yet all loved him. Perhaps 
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A fine study of the head of WILWYN the 
British transient which thrilled Marylanders 
with his victory in Laurel's Washington, D. C. 
International.

The mare has spent most of her life at the 
Clarksville farm of her breeder, whence came 
her daughter to account for the Monmouth Oaks, 
Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes and other races. She 
finished third in the Beldame. 

La Corredora is best of the get of her sire, 
a son of Mirafel (brother to Sarazen) who is 
best recalled by his win in the Eastern Shore 
Handicap ere going to stud in Maryland at the 
Merryland Farm of Danny Shea. Later, he was 
at Huntington Farm for a period of time.

Breeders' Stakes Series 

The 1953 Breeders’ Stakes Series, for foals 
of 1951, now Yearlings, will close Monday, De¬ 
cember 15. The series will carry the customary 
$25,000 in endowment, with each of the three 
mile tracks staging a race. The Maryland Fu¬ 
turity has for some years had $10,000 in added 
money, with the Pimlico and Bowie Breeders’ 
Stakes at $7500 apiece. The fee of $10 makes 
the entry eligible to any or all of the races as 
provided for in the entry blank. The Futurity 
is open to colts, geldings and fillies sired and 
foaled in Maryland, while the other two races 
are open to Maryland-breds of either sex, wher¬ 
ever sired. All eligibles must be registered as 
Maryland-breds before they can run in the se¬ 
ries. The additional fee for registration is $2.00 
up to March 15, 1953, and $10 thereafter. 

General Staff Retired 

After suffering a fractured semamoid bone 
during the running of the Princeton Handicap 
at Garden State, Larry S. MacPhail’s General 
Staff is scheduled for retirement and early stud 
duty. 

The four-year-old son of *Mahmoud-*Uvira 
II, by Umidwar ran a courageous race in the 
Princeton, finishing second to White Skies and 
giving weight to all his rivals. 
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General Staff climaxed his best season of rac¬ 
ing with a score in this season’s Pimlico Spe¬ 
cial. His other 1952 stakes wins were in the 
Quaker City Handicap, the Narragansett Spe¬ 
cial, the Salvator Mile and the Long Branch 
Handicap. His earnings for the current year 
amount to $121,000, bringing his lifetime total 
to $157,800. 

Mr. MacPhail has not yet announced where 
his horse will stand. If sufficient patronage ap¬ 
pears likely there is a good chance that Gen¬ 
eral Staff will remain in Maryland. He is needed 
here and should be a valuable addition to the 
State’s sire ranks. 

Directors Meeting: Future 
Plans Considered 

Directors of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association met November 10 at Pimlico and 
discussed various matters pertaining to the good 
of the organization. 

The President announced that plans for the 
Maryland Breeders’ Stakes Series had been com¬ 
pleted and that entries would close December 
15th for new yearlings, the three races carry¬ 
ing the same values as in previous years.

tion of Thoroughbred Breeders, Mr. Finney, re¬ 
ported that that group had unanimously voted 
to set up a new Constitution and new By-laws 
and to enlarge its support through individual 
membership.

The Directors unanimously approved a reso¬ 
lution thanking the Laurel organization for its 
hospitality to the state’s breeders on the day of 
the Maryland Futurity. 

Consideration was given to a proposal offered 
through Mr. Skinker of the H.B.P.A. to promote 
a fund wherewith to purchase Thoroughbreds 
of little value and retire them without certif¬ 
icate. It was pointed out that the Association 
was itself following such a program at its sales. 
The matter was tabled pending further infor¬ 
mation. 

The matter of the Association’s loss through 
the Havre de Grace organization giving up its 
license in 1952 was discussed, and a further 
letter ordered written to the tracks requesting 
their support in this matter. 

The Field Secretary reported at length to the 
Board on his future plans. He stated that in the 
near future he expected to take over the man¬ 
agement of the Fasig-Tipton Company in New 
York which would require the expenditure of 
more of his time in that business. The Field 
Secretary stated that he had discussed with the 
Fasig-Tipton Company tentative plans for the 
co-ordination of efforts in Maryland and New 
York and that it had been agreed that no final 
decisions in the matter would be made within 
the next twelve months. In the meantime, the 
Field Secretary would relinquish various re¬ 
sponsibilities which would interfere with his ac- 
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tivities for the sales group. The future of the 
Maryland Sales would be decided in the near 
future. The President appointed a committee 
of Messrs. Goss L. Stryker, Chairman, Frank 
A. Bonsai, and Janon Fisher, Jr. to further con¬ 
sider this matter with the Field Secretary and 
report to the Board.

The National Horse Show had its formal 
opening on November 4th, Young Hunters Un¬ 
der Saddle being the first class of the show.

Tribute to Harford Juniors 

Mrs. Adele Rockwell, who judged the Equi¬ 
tation events at the 1952 Maryland State Fair 
pays tribute to the children of the Harford 
County Pony Club in a recent issue of The 
Chronicle. Says this eminent horsewoman: 

There is only one affiliated branch of the Pony 
Club in the United States, the Harford County 
Branch in Maryland. There is indication that the 
U.S.A. will soon start the Pony Club movement in 
a large way and when Americans take something on, 
they do it well. 

I recently returned from examining the Harford 
County Branch members for A & B Pony Club cer¬ 
tificates. Mrs. Dean Bedford, District Commissioner, 
and her assistants on the local committee, who head 
the several sub-branches, can feel proud of their 
youngsters. As a group compared with members of 
other branches in Canada, the ones I tested and saw 
ride were far above average. 

No previous examinations had been tried in the 
Branch for A or B certificates. That I was able to 
pass nine for the B certificate and four for the A 
speaks well for the boys and girls, some of whom 
were associate members between 17 and 21 years. 

Canada now has 14 branches, the first being started 
over 16 years ago and to date no more than 20 A 
certificates have been granted in all that time. The 
Harford County Branch holds the record for having 
four people pass the A certificate test in the same 
year, but that good young horsemen have been ac¬ 
cumulating age and ability doubtless accounts for this. 

I found those I examined to be sensible caretakers 
as to their knowledge of feeding and shoeing, some 
possessed good knowledge of ailments and unsound¬ 
ness and treatment for some but quite a few did not 
know the proper terms for equipment, points of the 
horse, etc., which shows a need for more lectures and 
instruction. Hardly any knew enough about hunting. 

The Pony Club requires knowledge of hunting for 
the A and B certificates even if children do not come

from a hunting country. Of the chjlddren who passed 
the B certificates I felt that they knew enough to get 
on in the hunting field without causing trouble to 
themselves or others and that other parts of the ex¬ 
amination showed enough ability to make up for lack 
of knowledge about hunting terms and the science 
of hunting. 

The riding was excellent. A few were not strong 
enough riders yet to pass B and some of the others 
who did, are very close to the A standard if they 
could amass a little more finesse on the correct use 
of the aids. I tried to keep the test as close as the 
limited time for the examinations would permit, to 
qualifications required for tests in Canada; taking 
70% as the pass mark for B and 85% as the pass 
mark for A as a guide. 

Riding was considered in this total, but regardless 
of how well members did in different parts of the 
test, there is a certain standard they must achieve 
both as to riding and as to knowledge. Although 
strength in riding may offset lack of knowledge or 
vice-versa, they must prove to the examiner that their 
weakest point has sufficient merit to make them worthy 
of the certificate. Actually the A’s which were passed 
averaged a little below 80% but as this was merely 
used as a guide in summing up ability, I felt they 
were nevertheless worthy of the certificate. 

The Harford County branch is hoping to send 
a team to the annual Inter-Branch Canadian Rally 
next year, which is to be held the end of June at 
Knowleton, Quebec. If they do, Canadian Pony Club¬ 
bers will have to watch their step for the American 
Branch has a lot of very able children to choose from.

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Pony News 

By Jane Clark 

Since Fair Time I’ve been all over the Coun¬ 
try. The Monday after Timonium, Harriet Ear- 
heart, Aileen Sherry and I left for the mid-west 
to attend the National Breed Promotion Sale 
held annually by the American Shetland Pony 
Club. This consignment sale is open to Regis¬ 
tered Shetland Ponies only. I had consigned a 
double granddaughter of King Larigo. 108 fe¬ 
males, from weanlings to aged mares, and nine 
stallions of top bloodlines went under the ham¬ 
mer for an all-time high average for the Shet¬ 
land Sale. The average on all the consignments 
was $598.70. 

The pony that topped the sale was a beauti¬ 
ful silver dapple filly, just a year old and under 
40" tall, that Frank Verroche of St. Catherines, 
Ontario, Canada and E. B. Johnson of Gas City, 
Indiana bid for. Mr. Verroche finally went to 
$2,070 and another good pony went to Canada. 
Mr. and Mrs. Asa Hutchinson of Ada, Okla¬ 
homa were the consignors. This was the second 
time they had consigned the top pony of the 
sale. 

There were eight ponies which brought over 
$1,000 apiece. Three of them were mares over 
4 years old; a pure white, a dapple and a red 
sorrel. Two stallions over 3 years old, one a 
black consigned by Heyl Pony Farm, the other 
a dapple were in this group. The other three 
high-priced ones were yearling fillies. There 
were a silver dapple, a red sorrel and a palomino, 
proving that the lighter shades of dapples and 
sorrels still demand premium prices. 

Ponies went to 13 different States, and eight 
went to the Dominion of Canada. 

Maryand claimed two, both of which are in 
my herd. One is a rich red sorrel filly, the other 
a black or gray filly. It is reported that the con¬ 


signments were the highest quality, both on 
blood lines and conformation, in the history 
of the sale. These ponies were drawn from some 
of the best herds in the country. This sale an¬ 
nually gives the Shetland enthusiast a place to 
purchase quality show stock as well as breed¬ 
ing stock. 

I was asked the other day what I thought was 
the outlook for the Shetland industry: Would 
prices take a flop, or continue to soar? The only 
answer I can give is this: From January to 
October 1, 1952 1,377 head of ponies, 90 per 
cent of which were registered Shetlands, went 
under the auctioneers’ hammer for a startling 
total of better than $400,000 and this does not 
include any private sales. One such sale of note 
took place on July 26, when a pair of registered 
Shetland show ponies sold for $5,000. 

There are two auctions not as yet heard from. 
Some 815 grade ponies, with no prices listed, 
were also sold. The same man who paid $5,000 
for one pair went to the Lemon Dispersal and 
picked up a pair of registered show mares for 
$3,000; making an $8,000 investment in four 
Shetlands. This year I’ve noticed a good many 
new buyers, which means new breeders, who 
in turn will interest other breeders and so the 
snow ball grows and grows as it rolls. Yet, I 
think the Shetland Pony is a sound investment. 

After the sale we loaded our new purchases 
in our pick-up and headed for Cuba City, Wis¬ 
consin, and the Silver Mane Pony Farm of H. 
P. Kilkelly & Sons, where I was to pick up a 
dappled son of the Champion Colonel Cody. 
I’ve been waiting nearly two years for this one. 
These sons of Cody are in such a demand you 
have to put your name on the waiting list and 
just hope the nice "typie” little mare will drop 
the colt you want, though of course Mr. Kilkelly 
would rather get fillies.

Maryland Racing Commission Rule 106: To be eligible to start in races exclusively for 
horses bred in Maryland, each horse must be registered with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion. To qualify for such registration the said horse must have been foaled in the State of Maryland, 
and, in addition, unless the breeder is a resident of the State, or one who maintains his breeding stock 
continually in the State, the said horse shall be either the produce of a mare covered in Maryland 
the previous season, or of a mare sent into the State to foal and covered by a Maryland stallion the 
season of the birth of said foal. 

A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breeder is the owner of the dam at the time of foaling . 

Any owner or breeder may appeal from the refusal of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association 
to register a horse under this rule to the Maryland Racing Commission, and the decision of the 
Commission shall be final. 















Maryland Fall Sales 

The quality of the offerings in the Maryland 
Fall Sales, held this year at Laurel and 
Timonium, was somewhat below that of last 
year’s lot, with no dispersals of fashionably-bred 
animals on offer. Thoroughbred over-production 
was pointed up by the large number of mares 
which went for a song. Lack of stabling facili¬ 
ties at the tracks had its effect on the price of 
racing stock and yearlings. It was noticeable that 
many of the latter, as well as the mares, could 
have been conditioned to better advantage this 
year. 

Highlight of the broodmare sale was the pur¬ 
chase by Melville Church II of Idiom, whose 
half-brother won the Breeders’ Futurity at Keene- 
land for Greentree, a few days after the sale. 

Statistics of the sale show that 188 horses 
passed through the ring, bringing a total of $87,- 
950, an average of $467. 69 yearlings brought 
$47,025 total, $681 average; 65 broodmares, 
$14,625 total, $225 average; 11 weanlings, $2,- 
475 total, $225 average; 2 stallions, $725 total, 
$362 average; 41 head miscellaneous classifica¬ 
tion, $23,100 total, $563 average. 

The popular young auctioneer, Milton J. 
(Laddie) Dancer, Jr., aided the veteran George 
Swinebroad in effectively wielding the gavel.
